SOWETO, South Africa Nelson Mandela was 
memorialized in a boisterous stadium cere- 
mony Tuesday as a teacher and a racial healer, 
a transcendent figure who changed history 
and touched hearts in his native country and 
around the world. 

Thousands of South Africans braved a 
pouring rain to join dozens of world leaders, 
including President Obama and many other 
heads of state, for a four-hour service filled 
with emotional tributes and joyous song. 

“It took a man like Madiba to free not just 
the prisoner, but the jailer as well; to show 
that you must trust others so that they may 
trust you,” Obama said, using the Xhosa tribal 
name that Mandela preferred. “He changed 
laws, but also hearts.” 

South Africans from all walks of life, from 
business executives to nurses to the unem- 


ployed, danced ancl clapper ancl sang in the 
hours leading up tw the memorial service, 
their voices echoing across the stucium a af 
they were cheering ara sacer match.

Move those walls? 


Cubs appear likely 
to get OK to expand 
Wrigley’s footprint

The Cubs on Tuesday won preliminary back- 
ing from aldermen to push back the exterior 
outfield walls at Wrigley Field as part of the 
team’s planned $300 million renovation of 
the iconic but aging ballpark. 

The right field wall would be moved back 
15 feet, narrowing Sheffield Avenue, and the 
left field wall would be pushed out 16 feet, 
narrowing Waveland Avenue, under the pro- 
posal recommended by the City Council 
‘Transportation Committee. 

Parking would be taken out on both 
streets, eliminating about 58 spaces, but each 
street would maintain two-way traffic. The 
club has indicated it plans to provide free 


replaceecnt parking for ociehibochacd resi 
dents in nearby beats. 

The team says moving the walls back will 
redece the blockage of siphelines from rol 
tap Clubs thar prodia Crom thee views inte 
the ballpark. The measuce also would allow 
the Cubs to expand the decks at the rear 
of the bleachers, where they sell beer and 
food, and to widen the concourse: beneath. 

It’s part of the overall Wrigley renava- 
tion plan, which includes an additional 
$200 million to build a nearby hatel, jalaxa 
and office-retail complex. Work has ver ro 
start while the team continues to néegotabe 
with rooftop club owners who have thre-at- 
ened to sue if their views are blocked by a 
large video board planned for left field and 
a script advertising sign planned fur riglit.

your health,” howls 
the punk/thrash-

Fortunately the rest of the album lives up 
to this promise, and the band ably swings 
between pulverizing tunes (“The Tundra”) 
and moments of startling beauty (the atmo- 
spheric “Perpetual Dawn’).

With ‘Hours,’ Walker 
tried to reinvent self

It seemed like the right place to meet: the Polo 
Lounge, home of the power lunch for Holly- 
wood’s elite. But when Paul Walker and first- 
time director Eric Heisserer showed up at the 
Beverly Hills Hotel haunt in 2011, they quickly 
felt out of place among the sea of suited studio 
executives picking at elaborate bread baskets. 

“Both of us were a little awkward,” Heisser- 
er said. “We ordered beer.” 

Perhaps the setting should have felt more 
natural to Walker—after all, he’d made mil- 
lions from starring in the “Fast and Furi- 
ous” franchise and had certainly been 
to his fair share of stuffy meetings 
after a decade in the business. 

But the actor, who was killed in 
a November car accident at age 
40, was never comfortable with 
the trappings of movie stardom. 
He opted to live far from goz10 in 
Santa Barbara, raising his teenage 
daughter, Meadow. An adrenaline 
junkie, he spent his free time rac- 
ing cars and tagging great 
white sharks. 

Though Heisser- 
er had a number of 
credits to his name 
as a_ screenwrit- 
er—‘A Nightmare 
on Elm Street” 
remake, “Final 
Destination 5,” 
“The Thing”—he 
was having trouble 
finding the ideal 
leading man for his 
directorial debut.

He met with a dozen potential actors before 
he heard Walker was interested in “Hours.” 

“IT didn’t think of him at all, originally,” 
Heisserer admitted in an interview two days 
after Walker’s death. “I didn’t really have 
much of a picture of who Paul Walker was 
outside of the ‘Fast and Furious’ movies.” 

After starting out as a teen heartthrob in 
high school-set fare, Walker quickly garnered 
a reputation as an action star. And the role in 
Heisserer’s $4 million movie—which Pante- 
lion Films will release in 15 theaters and on- 

demand Friday—would require an actor 

with serious emotional range. 

Like Walker, Heisserer also was 
looking to reinvent himself—he 
wanted to be seen as more than 

“just a horror genre writer.” 

Set in New Orleans in the 
midst of Hurricane Katrina, 
“Hours” centers around a man 

whose wife passes away during 
childbirth. Though premature, 
the couple’s baby survives, and 
the new father is left to 
keep his daughter’s 
ventilator going as 
the storm knocks 
out the hospital’s 
power. 
“He felt he really 
had something to 
prove to himself,” 
Heisserer said. “He 
wanted to work 
new muscles and 
take a step in an- 
other direction 
with his career.”

Air travelers may always have to manage long 
lines, layovers and the stress caused by flight 
delays. 

Those at O’Hare, however, now have a 
place to escape. A new yoga studio inside 
Terminal 3 offers a quiet space to meditate, 
stretch and take a deep breath. 

“We've essentially created an urban oasis at 
the airport,” said Rosemarie Andolino, com- 
missioner of the Chicago Department of 
Aviation. 

A mirror covers one side of the bamboo- 
floored room, while a tinted window on the 
opposite end creates privacy and lets in natu- 
ral light. A television on the wall plays calm- 
ing music to peaceful scenes. Outside, near a 
sign that invites passers by to “find your inner 
peace at our yoga room,” a screen allows pas- 
sengers to look up their flight information. 

The room, open from 6 a.m to 10 p.m. daily, 
does not come with an instructor—just mats 
and disinfectant wipes. Travelers may use the 
space for free.

The small studio, located on the second 
level of the rotunda, is meant to serve the 
67 million passengers who travel through the 
airport every year, half of whom never exit se- 
curity, according to Andolino. Several airports 
have opened yoga studios in their terminals, 
the first being San Francisco early last year. 

Andolino said no tax dollars were used for 
the project, which didn’t cost much because 
the space was available. The rotunda at Termi- 
nal 3 has been underused since the Sept. 11 at- 


tacks, she said, when nonpassengers were no 
longer allowed to use the conference rooms. 

The rotunda at Terminal 3 is now being re- 
designed around a theme of green and healthy. 
Next to the studio, an urban garden grows 
vegetables that are used in airport restaurants 
and sold at the airport’s fresh market below. 

“It’s just another offering,” Andolino said of 
the yoga studio. 

At the opening ceremony for the studio 
Tuesday, five yoga instructors demonstrated 
positions before a ribbon-cutting ceremony. 

Peggy Moore, 63, owner and teacher at 
Eb & flow Yoga Studio in Wicker Park, ex- 
pects that passengers will enjoy practicing in 
a beautiful, green environment. She, however, 
doesn’t need a room. She rolls out her mat and 
does yoga whenever she can in airports, she 
said. Moore said other passengers could do 
the same. 

“Yoga is everywhere. It’s not just in a yoga 
studio. It’s not just in a special room,” Moore 
said. “It’s being at peace and letting my mind 
connect with my body.”

Rock music and classical dance intersect in ‘Selective Seduction’

Rock musician Jamie Dull and dancer-choreographer Erin 
Murphy want to seduce you. 

The two friends, who met three years ago at 
a retail side job and came to admire each 
other’s talents, teamed up to form the 
multidisciplinary Dancehall Twigs.

How Dancehall Twigs was born: 

Erin Murphy: He does his rock music and I’ve always done 
professional contemporary dance. And it wasn’t until after 
we'd both seen each other in our element that we realized 
how much we wanted to do this. ... We were like, what if we 
merge it together and make something that could be more 
approachable for common audiences? 

Jamie Dull: I knew her as my friend and she always 
talked about being a dancer, but when I actually saw {her 
perform], I was completely taken aback. And I think 
that was the moment when the lightbulb went off. ... So 
I casually brought the idea up to her, like, “Hey, wouldn’t 
it be cool if we made this show together? I can write the 
whole set of music. It would be easy, it would be awe- 
some!” ... And then when I actually sat down and tried to 
write all the music, I realized that it was way harder than 
I thought it was going to be.

Why a dance based on sexuality? 
EM: The project didn’t start out on that route. It pretty 
much just started with, “Hey let’s dance and play music 
and hopefully people will want to come see it.” But it’s 
definitely evolved. 
JD: Erin and I saw a friend of ours do a “Star 
Wars” burlesque show [at Gorilla Tango] a 
couple years which to me was the greatest 
thing I’d ever seen on the planet. [Laughs.]} 
EM: One of the things with professional 
contemporary dance is that it is difficult to 
get a wide variety of audiences to come to 
your shows. [When we saw our friend’s bur- 
lesque show], I was like, this type of atmo- 
sphere where it’s really laid-back is very cool, 
with a very casual feeling for the audience—you 
know, have a drink, watch the show—but what if 
it was that concept except instead of taking clothes 
off, they’re dancing their lust away? So as he was 
progressing on different pieces, we both came 
to the conclusion that each of these pieces 
represents a different type of lust that you 
can have. 
JD: Every song has got some side of a dark 
sexual attachment to it. ... This might 
sound strange, but what I want is for the 
audience members to get a little turned 
on. {Laughs.} I’m hoping that people leave 
feeling pretty good, but feeling confused as to 
why they feel good. [Laughs.]} 


The show’s musical influences: 

JD: This music is just coming from me and my own 
personal tastes. I love everything from Slayer to Wil- 

lie Nelson to Norah Jones to Phish to The Roots and 
Outkast. [Laughs.]} And I like stuff that makes listeners 
uncomfortable. I’ve seen so many concerts over the years 
where the whole concert was just 90 minutes of the exact 
same genre and style all the way through, which is great 
for those bands, but I wanted to do something that would 
explore everything, because I think everything is great. 


The featured dance styles: 

EM: There’s ballet, jazz, a lot of classical modern tech- 
nique is hidden in between, and some pieces that have 
commercial dance aspects, like something that you would 
see in a music video [or] in a Broadway-type setting. We 
found really well-rounded dancers who could do lots of 
different styles so the show would move along and the 
audience could follow through and continue to be inter- 
ested in it.
